You must also include with your appeal copies of all 
correspondence between you and Reclamation concerning your LOIA request, including your 
original LOIA request and Reclamation's response. Failure to include with your appeal all 
correspondence between you and Reclamation will result in the Department's rejection of your 
appeal, unless the LOIA/Privacy Act Appeals Officer determines (in the LOIA/Privacy Act 
Appeals Officer’s sole discretion) that good cause exists to accept the defective appeal.
